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APES AS CASHIERS. 

Siamese Merchants Employ Them to De- 
tect Spurious Coins. 

In that far off, dried up, little 
oriental country, quite near China, 
you know, there are large quantities 
of counterfeit coin in circulation; and 
the counterfeiters of Siam must be 
proficient, for we hear that it is the 
hardest thing in the world to detect 
the bad from the good money. 

The merchants arc often deceived 
and frequently swindled. The smart- 
est men they could employ were de- 
ceived, too, for the- bad money was 
Mich a wonderful imitation that the 
closest scrutiny often failed to find 
the difference between a good and a 
bad piece. 

In this- dilemma some Siamese mer- 
chants called to their help some one 
who was always thought not so smart 
as a man — a monkey. And these 
"large apes of Siam" proved such a 
success at their new avocation that the 
custom of employing the-m for the 
purpose of detecting bad money has 
become universal. The ape cashier 
of Siam. holds his situation without a 
rivaL 

He has a peculiar method of test- 
ing coin. Every piece is handed to 
him and he picks up each bit of 
money, one at a time, and meditative- 
ly puts it into his mouth, tasting it 
with grave deliberation. If the coin 
is good he declares that fact plainly. 
He takes it from his mouth and care- 
fully places it in its proper recep- 
tacle beside him. He happronounccd 
judgment, and everyone is satisfied 
that the judgment is correct. 

But if the coin is bad the cas 
make* known his verdict in an equally 
unmistakable manner, nc throws it 
violently from his month to the floor, 
shaking his head with m much dis- 
gust as the merchant himself might 
feel at being imposed upon. With 
loud chattering and angry gestures 
he makes known his displeasure at be- 
ing presented with a bad piece of 
money. The merchant himself could 
not express it better." 

Now, how does a monkey know 
what a man cannot tell? Ah, that is 
his secret. He never reveaLs-it. Per- 
haps he Is afraid if he should moke 
known all the mysteries of his profu- 
sion 'his occupation might be gone, 
and people would once more prefer

Winemaking 
is an ancient industry at the Cape, and 
the most remarkable thing about the 
Cape Colonist's wine is that, though 
it has never been properly managed 
or developed, the growers have always 
succeeded in producing one wine of 
high quality. ThiaUtneConttantia, 
which ha* in it the guarantee, which 
no one seems ever quite to have ac- 
cepted, that the Cape climate can 
bring to absolute perfection the essen- 
tial vinous conslitutnts of the grape, 
which no othercountry is quite known 
ro do except the port wine growing 
district of Portugal. Roasting sun, 
good soil and something else, prob- 
ably a very dry, pure air, do this, and 
there always has born a district of the 
Old Colony where these natural quali- 
ties' of soil and climate were so far 
appreciated as to make vineyard plant- 
ing a staple industry. But it is one 
thing to grow grapes for wine and an- 
other to grow t hem for the table. 

At the present. moment there an 
tons of little black vinevard grapesar- 
riving in England from the Cape 
Their condition and taste are an. ob- 
ject lesson both a? to what the Cape 
can do acd what it might do. These 
are of tirst-rate flavor, but of all sizes, 
unthinncd, crowded on the clusters, 
with many half ripe inside the 
bunchep. They are', however, pleas- 
ant to taste, and remind the buyer of 
the days of vintage abroad. Their 
flavor iaalso evidence of how excellent 
they might be if properly pruned and

Yellow fever need hardly be dread- 
ed in Porto Rico. It lias never taken 
the form of an epidemic, and but few 
cases are reported from year to year. 
It has made itself more apparent, per- 
haps', in the barracks of the Spanish 
soldiers aud in the prisons than else- 
where. It has bean confined mainly 
to the coast towns, and is not heard 
of in the interior towns of high alti 
tude. It is well to remember, how 
ever, that yellow fever is- a disease of 
night, and by taking the precaution 
of not going out until after the sun 
is well up in the morning, and being 
in the bouse when the shades of even- 
ing fall, and living in upper-story 
rooms if possible, one runs little risk 
of being smitten by this elreaeltlisease, 
Yet no rule holds good during an epi- 
demic, and avoidance of the fever-in- 
fected districts is tho only safe re- 
course. Always keep away from sec- 
tions of a coast town in the tropics 
where the poor, degraded and vicious- 
live; keep the person clean, change 
tho clothing often and live amonj 
cleanly surroundings. 

On iht whole, Porto Hico has th 
most salubrious climate and enge-n 
ders the smallest number of physica 
ailments among the unaccLimatyd of 
all the regions of the western hem- 
isphere within tho torrid zone. In 
any country where vegetation grows 
rank and luxuriant, where the suns 
are hot and the rainfalls frequent, dis- 
ease is necessarily more prevalent, 
but Porto Hico has been remarkably 
free from the scourges which afflict 
the people of adjacent isles-; moreover, 
it should hp remembered, in summing 
up the situation, that this fair condi- 
tion exists on an island where the pop- 
ulation is, and has bean for centuries, 
more densv than that of almost any 
other purely agricultural section of 
the ne w world.— Harper's Weekly. 

PETS OF SPANISH CHILDREN. 

The Little People Make Playmates of 
Lambs ana Goats. 

Directly after Lent is pbtttTed a" 
custom that is partieulkrfv inlerert- 
ing to children. It is what may be 
termed the sale of the lambs, for on 
ifondaj morning after Master the 
shepherds have their lambs and goats 
on sale in all the cities. The animals 
are kept in temporary pens, and it is 
the rule for parents, to permit their 
children, of from five to twelve- years 
of age. to purchase a pet la nib or goat 
After the animal it selected it is taken 
to the home resielcncc and given the 
freedom of the courtyard, and quite 
often the greater part of tl>e house. 
It is every' child's ambition to train 
the pet so that it will at least follow 
its owner like a dog, and if a few 
simple tricks are added to the lamb's 
or kid's education the- master or mis- 
tress is proud indeed. Girls especial- 
ly delight in these pet*, and often 
the animals are so bedecked with 
bow? and ribbon? a? almost to hide 
their bodies. The sale of the lambs 
very old custom, and iaiuppoecd 
to have originated through tome form 
of the church. 

The Malaga boys with wlis^nl most 
associated each had a burro, little 
donkey, and they may be considered 
the universal accompaniment of boy 
life iu Spain, The burros make ufa, 
clean aud useful pet*, and are always 
in evidence upon t he <! rive ways, either 
under laddie or hitched to carts. They 
are so hardy, cheap and economical of 
keeping that I have often wondered 
why they are not generally used by 
children in other countries. A mini- 
ature donkey kept in proper condi- 
tion, well groomed and bedecked with 
rosettes and ribbons, is not an ill-look- 
ing beast, and is. far more serviceable 
and safe than is a Shetland pony. — 
Anglo-American Magazine.

MANUFACTURED EGGS. 



ITrom recent observations of an ex- 
pert collector of birds' eggs it became 
npparmt that there was in existence 
a person who made a living by imitat- 
ing nature in the production and col- 
oring of birds' eggs, say* the London 
Penny. 

It was traced to a Parisian dealer, 
and some interesting details as to the 
methods used have come to light. The 
unscrupulous but ingenious French- 
man was at one time an assistant in 
a large museum, and here he learned 
the value of many rare eggs. Being of 
an enterprising nature he started busi- 
ness on his own account nnd made nu- 
merous experiment* before he came to 
perfection. 

He generally uses the shell of some 
common egg, ehosen for its likeness In 
size and shape to the one desired, but 
when that is impossible gypsum is used, 
tkls. when properly colored, being in- 
distinguishable from nature's handi- 
work. The coloring process Is not cost- 
ly, but a very lengUiy and tedious op- 
eration, for each variety of egg has its 
distinctive marks nnd spot. 

Nightingales' eggs, which nre finely 
marked, are worth good prices, and 
knowing this the denier finds no diffi- 
culty in obtaining lnrks' eggs and col- 
oring them to resemble the genuine 
article. 

Specimens of this undoubted but mis- 
placed skill have found their way to 
collectors in all parts of the world, 
and yet so completely and carefully has 
the work been done not one of the* buy- 
ers has ever discovered them to be

In China Olj* * One That 



It is announced by the Imperial Ga- 
aette Of Peking, the court circular of the 
Chinese empire, that the dowager em- 
press has presented two "Schang-Fang" 
swords, one to Prince Tsa Tschi, elector 
of Tuan, the other to Prince Tsai Lieu, 
III. grade. 

These swords give their bearer the 
right of beheading any man, woman or 
child who may have offended him or 
incurred his disfavor. He can perform 
this execution without even a word to 
the emperor and need make no record 
of his victim's butchery. 

The idea of the sword, however, is 
that it is a safeguard against treason. 
The bearer must instantly do away with 
any one who may have designs against 
the ruling family, and thus discourage 
"lese majeste." at the same time it is 
a mark of esteem for those who receive 
it.

A "MISSING LINK" MINERAL. 

Mineralogist Discovers a New and Inter- 
esting Specimen. 

A new mineral of economic as well 
as scientific Importance has recently 
been discovered by Prof. W. H.j 
Hobbe, of the University of Wiscon- 
sin. It was obtained from the Gold- 
Dollar mine at Cripple Creek, Col., 
by Gustavus Settinghuus, a graduate 
ftiulent of the university, and sup- 
posed to be a specimen of the mineral 
cnlaverite, the common ore of that 
district.

THE KLONDIKE. 
Bow Its Great Gold Fields . Became 

Among the first to hear of the strike 
were four men who came from above 
— Dan McGilvray, Dave McKay, 
Dave Edwards and Harry Waugh. — 
and they located Noi. 3, 14. 15 and 16 
below Discovery. These men did the 
first sluicing that was done on the 
creek, and they made the first clean- 
up with five boxes set. The figure* 
are lacking for their first shoveling, 
but on the second they cleaned up 13£ 
ounces of gold ($329.60) being five 
hours' work for one man shoveling. 
The gold varied from the size of pin- 
heads to nuggets, one of $12 being 
found. Xow the Klondike magnifier 
began his work with this curious- re- 
sult, that the lies of to-day were sur- 
passed l>y the truth of to-morrow. un- 
til it came to be accepted that, "You 
can't tell no lies about Klondike."

Th* lia- 
"bility to exaggeration about a mining 
camp is so great that it i< impossible 
for anyone to escape who writes or 
speaks 'in the midst of affairs concern- 
ing any specific find A man with 
town site must also be allowed a great 
deal of latitude in such matters. But 
soon the joke was on the other side. 

There were a few old-timers in the 
procession up from Forty Mile. They 
knew all about Klondike. It was 
nothing but a moose pasture. It was 
not like some other place where they 
had seen gold.fj.nd so there could be 
none there. They climbed the hills 
and walked along the divide until 
they could look down into the valley 
of Bonanza, nere many of them 
stopped and threw up their hands* in 
disgust. Others went the round of 
the creek, cursing and swearing at 
those who told them to come there. 
One old-timer got up as far as 20 
above, where the last stakes, were. He 
surveyed the prospect, and as he 
turned away remarked: "I'll leave it 
to the Swed.es." (The Swedes were 
supposed to be willing to work the 
poorest ground.) Another, or it may 
have been the same, is said to have 
written on the stakes of 21, not the 
usual "I claim," etc., but: "This 
moose, pasture is reserved for the 
Swedes and Cheeohohkoes (new-com- 
ers)." Louie BhodM staked it right 
afterwards. When he had written his 
name, he said to bis companions, be- 
ing ashamed of staking in such a 
place, that he "would cut his name off 
for two bits (25 cents)."— Harper's 
Weekly.
